harmful; yet, to my understand- 
ing, it has some good purpose for

This, no 
doubt, is true, that there are a 
few religious and educational 
programs on the television to- 
day; however, I am sure we all 
admit that programs which tend 
to entice, allure and misguide our 
youth of today far outweigh the 
ones which build true Christian 
character. 

I note that many of these 
writers contend that the tele- 
vision is all right in the home if 
used in the proper manner; that 
is, watch only the religious or 
educational programs and turn 
off all the other programs. I 
wonder how many mothers and 
fathers would do this, not taking 
into consideration the opinions 
and wants of the teen-agers of 
this “rock-n-roll” age. I think we 
should be realistic about this 
question as to whether the bene- 
fits which are derived from the 
few programs can in any meas- 
ure balance the bad influence 
brought to our homes and lives 
by the worldly programs spon- 
sored by the beer, whisky, ciga- 
rette and other syndicates whose 
products, as we are all aware, 
are condemned by the Bible and 
by the teachings of the Church 
of God. 

The Church of God came a 
long way under the leadership of 
the Spirit of God and Spirit- 
filled leaders of the Church long 
before television was introduced 
to society. Therefore, I do not 
feel that the small, shallow, spir- 
itual blessings or educational 
benefits of a worldly nature 
which are not prevalent on the 
television channels are so essen- 
tial to our “lives hid in God,” 
that we should allow them to 
blind us to the truth of the con- 
sequences all must pay eventual- 
ly if caught in the snare which 
Satan has in his control on the 
television. 

We feel and teach that the 
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insecticide—what about the tele- 
vision? 

Many local churches wonder 
where are the Sunday School 
attendants, why can’t we hold 
the youth in our Y.P.E.’s, what 
has become of our one-time 
staunch and reliable church 
members who were always at 
prayer meetings and Sunday 
night services, why don’t we have 
the power and Holy Ghost fire 
in our services as in days gone 
by? I dare say if we could look 
into the living rooms during the 
late hours of night we could find 
the answers to our above ques- 
tions. 

In its present form, I feel the 
television is of far more harm 
to the spiritual life of anyone 
than it is good, and in its pres- 
ent form it is an instrument of 
the world (1 John 2:15) with 
just a small percentage of good 
mixed in it to blind the eyes 
and hearts of people who would 
like to live for God in a holy 
and upright manner. 

I certainly admire Sister Har- 
rison for her courageous stand 
on this question.

When she heard of Jesus, she came to Him. Not 
only did she come to Him, but also she fell at His feet 
and cried out, “Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou son 
of David.” “But he answered her not a word.” What a 
rebuke this must have been to this little woman! 
Her heart was broken. She had heard the good news 
of Jesus, had come and fallen at His feet and cried 
out for His mercy. But He gave no reply, no answer. 
He answered her not a word. However, she continued 
to cry out to Him. The disciples being Jewish, knew 
that this woman had broken the custom by crying out 
unto Jesus the Saviour. They said, “Lord, send her 
away. She cries after us.” Ah, this great rebuke com- 
ing from the disciples did not stop this little woman. 
She had her mind made up. She believed that she 
would receive healing before she left that day. Al- 
though the disciples said, “Send her away,” she came 
and worshipped Him. 

Friend, what would you do if you were to carry your 
child or some loved one to some healing meeting and 
even though you cried and with tears asked for mercy 
and consideration, no one answered, no one came to 
your rescue, but the ushers or the officials of the 
church said, “Send her away; she is disturbing the 
service”?

her not a word, then the disciples said to send her 
away, and now He says, “Woman, you are not included 
in the program of God; you are excluded, for I am 
sent but unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel.” 

At this point the little woman looked up through a 
veil of tears and said, “Lord, help me.” In this prayer 
she leaves off the words “Son of David,” and refers 
to Him only as Lord. Perhaps at some time in this 
woman’s life she had read something of the Messiah 
who would come, and in Him all the nations of the 
earth would be blessed. With this promise and her 
great need for her afflicted child, she was persistent 
and determined; she had faith that would not be 
denied. She said, “Lord, help me.” This touched the 
Master’s heart, but what could He do? The woman 
was coming ahead of time, by a number of years, to 
receive a blessing that the gentiles would later receive 
if they could wait until their time came. This woman 
manifested one of the greatest demonstrations of faith 
in all the record of the Bible. She came on ahead of 
time by a number of years and received the blessing. 

Jesus looked upon the woman and said, “It is not 
suitable or customary that the children’s bread should 
be cast to the dogs.” This was a hard, cold rebuke for 
any human being to receive. Here is a poor, heart- 
broken, grief-stricken mother, coming to the great 
Saviour of the world, crying out unto Him for mercy 
and help. He refers to her child as a dog and to the 
people of the church as children. But this did not dis- 
appoint or anger the woman. She had faith that some- 
way, somehow she would receive healing for her 
daughter. She said, “Truth, Lord.” She is saying, 
“Lord, I understand your parable, I understand this il- 
lustration; but the child for whom I am praying has 
a little dog, and when crumbs fall from my child’s 
table to the floor, neither I nor the child objects to the 
dog’s picking up the crumbs. 

Like a sword this pierced the Saviour’s heart. He said, 
“O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto thee even 
as thou wilt.” “And her daughter was made whole 
from that very hour.”

the End of Russia 


LET US LOOK FARTHER into the Scrip- 
ture concerning the battle of Hamon-gog. It is ac- 
knowledged by most competent exegetes of whatever 
faith that the age will end by the return of the Lord 
with the raptured saints to destroy the Antichrist, 
who will be laying siege to exterminate Israel. There 
are so many Scriptures that clearly tell this that it is 
common knowledge amongst the laity of our gene- 
ration (Daniel 7:24-27; Daniel 8:25; Revelation 19: 
17-21; 2 Thessalonians 2:8-11; Zechariah 14:2-12). 

The Scriptures also state explicitly that this Anti- 
christ or Beast will rule over the ten-toe federation, 
which is the last stage of the Roman Empire. Here is 
where the confusion comes in that has baffled stu- 
dents of the Word so consistently for many years. 
In Ezekiel 38, 39 we are told of an entirely different 
confederation occupying different parts of the earth 
coming down to besiege Israel in the end of the age 
just like the Roman or Antichrist federation (or the 
United States of Europe federation). This abortive 
attempt of this federation to exterminate Israel is 
thwarted by the interposition of God just as the 
intent of the Antichrist is thwarted. 

Here we have the revelation that two federations 
near the same time (end of age) move against the 
same nation (Israel) and are defeated the same way 
(By interposition of God). Most exegetes have pre- 
sumed that the same battle, the Battle of Armageddon, 
ends both of these federations and that the rulers 
of these federations are one and the same person. 
Yet it remains a clear fact in Scripture that these 
are two different and distinct federations, occupying 
different parts of the globe, and encompassing two 
different, distinct groups of nations that will try to 
exterminate Israel at the end of the age. 

Some have tried to ignore the difficulty by pre- 
suming that Gog and the Antichrist are one and the 
same person and Gog’s federation is the same as the 
Antichrist’s federation. Others have tried to solve the 
problem by the conjecture that one ruler and his 
federation will conquer the other ruler and his feder- 
ation and then march as one against Israel. Could not 
the confusion be cleared by disregarding the age-old 
tradition that there is but one great battle at the 
end of the age, the Battle of Armageddon? Where is

there any Scripture that teaches that the Battle of 
Armageddon and the Battle of Hamon-gog are one 
and the same? In fact, when we look closer at the 
Scriptures we see that Magog (Russia) and the Anti- 
christ kingdom do not end the same way. At the 
Battle of Hamon-gog it is expressly stated that Gog 
of Magog (Russia) will be a “guard unto them” or 
a (commander) unto them (Ezekiel 38:7). In the 
Battle of Armageddon it is stated that the Beast or 
Antichrist will be the commander (Revelation 19:19). 
In the Battle of Hamon-gog God calls for a sword to 
destroy Magog (Ezekiel 38:21). In the Battle of 
Armageddon the Lord shall go forth and fight against 
those nations as when He fought in the day of battle 
(Zechariah 14:3; 2 Thessalonians 2:8; Isaiah 63:3-6). 
In the Battle of Armageddon the Lord will not 
call for a sword, but will consume with the spirit of 
His mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of 
His coming (2 Thessalonians 2:8). 

In Ezekiel 38 God calls for His sword to destroy 
Magog’s hordes. God in times past has used many 
heathen nations as His sword to accomplish His pur- 
pose. Babylon, Assyria, Persia, Rome and others were 
used by God to chastise Israel for their disobedience. 
Why could He not use the Antichrist federation 
(United Nations of Europe) to put a hook in Gog’s 
jaws? In fact the Scriptures teach plainly that during 
the last seven years of Israel’s history before she 
accepts the true Messiah and the Millennium starts, 
she will possess a covenant, or a treaty of protection, 
with the Antichrist, the ruler of the United Nations 
of Europe (Daniel 9:27). When the Magog (Russian) 
hordes march against her, no doubt she will invoke 
the covenant. Jesus, referring to this said: “I am come 
in my Father’s name, and ye receive me not: if 
another shall come in his own name, him ye shall 
receive” (John 5:43). One of the many facts that 
points to the nearness of the end of the age is the 
fact that Israel urgently needs that covenant today; 
she has her back to the wall fighting for her exist- 
ence against great numerical odds. 


ANOTHER GLARING SIGN that our re- 
demption is near is the fact that these two federations 
are in existence and strong and already gearing 
for battle. The only difference in the conditions of 














these federations today and their condition at the end 
is that one of them, the European Federation, needs 
a little more consolidating and the emergence of a 
strong ruler to which the individual rulers of the 
federation will pledge their allegiance (Daniel 7:24-27; 
Revelation 17:12, 13). Also the ecclesiastical empire 
represented by the Scarlet Woman in Revelation 17, 
and the political federation represented by the ten- 
horned beast that carries her, will probably be a 
little closer in wedlock at the time of the end. The 
important thing to the child of God is that these 
conditions of the time of the end did not exist twenty 
years ago, but do exist and are congealing fast today. 
Yes, it vitally concerns us; it lets us know that our 
redemption draweth nigh!

When the Antichrist and his federation, with their 
atomic and hydrogen bombs and other mighty weap- 
ons, annihilate five-sixths of Magog’s hordes, it is 
then he becomes exalted to the point of declaring 
himself to be God (2 Thessalonians 3:4) and will 
place the abomination of desolation, referred to by 
Daniel (Daniel 12:11) and Jesus (Matthew 24:15), 
and will break the covenant with Israel (Daniel 9:27). 
It is at this time, Satan, by incarnating himself in 
this man, will make his supreme bid for open worship 
by the human race 

The abomination of desolation is first mentioned 
in Daniel. Jesus places the stamp of authenticity on 
Daniel by referring to this prophecy during His dis- 
course on the end of the age and emphasizes that 








this event ushers in the very end. Paul, in 2 Thessa- 
lonians, throws more light on this abomination: “Let 
no man deceive you by any means: for that day 
shall not come, except there come a falling away 
first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition; who opposeth and exalteth himself above 
all that is called God, or that is worshipped; so that 
he as God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing him- 
self that he is God” (2 Thessalonians 2:3, 4). Then 
John unveils the mystery entirely in Revelation 13. 
There it is stated that the false prophet, the eccle- 
siastical ruler, makes an image to the beast, the po- 
litical ruler, and demands all to worship the image 
and receive a mark. The Scriptures in both Matthew 
24:15 and 2 Thessalonians 2:4 make it clear that the 
image will be in the rebuilt temple; therefore, the 
“abomination of desolation standing in the Holy 
Place.” Satan at this time will produce real signs for 
a sign-hungry world. This image will speak and fire 
will fall from heaven. Someone may point to the fact 
that the temple does not exist today. In this age of 
modern technology and engineering, with a mighty 
empire subject to the Antichrist it can be built in a 
phenomenally short time. 


When could there be a more favorable time for the 
Antichrist to demand this sacrilege from Israel than 
when he delivers Israel from the siege of Russia? It is 
stated in Daniel 11:45 that it is after a great victory 
in battle at the very end of this age that he plants 
his palace between the seas in the glorious holy 
mountain. 


For years there was a hoax perpetrated by inter- 
national antisemitic forces that tried to identify 
Communism as a Jewish conspiracy. I well remember, 
as @ young preacher before World War II, when a 
friend spoke to me in lowered tones about a booklet 
titled “The Protocols of the Wise Men of Zion.” This 
friend secured the book for me and slipped it to me 
in bootleg fashion as clandestine material. This was 
at the time Hitler was fanning the flames of hatred 
toward all Jews. This obnoxious fabrication declared 
that Communism was a Jewish conspiracy and that 
Zionism was seeking to promote a war among gentile 
nations, and bleed them white, so Jews could rule 
the world and have gentiles as slaves. After the war it 
was proven that Hitler caused the book to be 
published. 


It is true that Karl Marx, a Jew, wrote “Das 
Kapital,” the Communist Bible. He and Fredrick 
Engels composed the Communist Manifesto of 1848. 
There have been a few Jews in the ruling clique of 
Communism, just as men of this fabulous race have 
found a niche in all other professions. Anti-semites 
have made much of these coincidents. Neither God 
nor the race has ever claimed that there would never 
be Jewish renegades. 


The bitter hatred and dissensions today that have 
the nations preparing to annihilate each other are 
not inspired by desire for each other’s territory as in 
ages gone by. The hatred and fear that has torn 
the world asunder is caused by the death struggle 
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between ideologies. The very things that are dear to 
Israel are the things that Communism has vowed to 
fight to the death. Although Israel did. not recognize 
the Messiah when He came the first time; the Jews 
have nevertheless been a thorn in Satan’s side as a 
testimony to the one true aud living God. Com- 
munism’s hatred of Israel’s God is well known. There 
is no other race so well fitted by their industry, en- 
dowments, and capacities to naturally resist Com- 
munism as the Jews. The politboro fully recognizes 
this. They have declared Israel has no legal right 
to exist and that Zionism is synonomous with capital- 
ism. 

Within the last five years Russia’s hatred of Israel 
has come out on the surface. Stalin, shortly before 
his death, accused the Jewish doctors of a plot to 
murder the Communist hierarchy and had them im- 
prisoned. In the Suez episode the Russian politboro 
threatened to unleash a rain of bombs on Israel if 
they did not stop fighting Egypt. 


God said in the latter days that Magog would be 
“visited.” In other words Magog would be aroused or 
become powerful among the nations. For centuries 
Russia lay dormant like a sleeping giant. In 1905 little 
Japan thoroughly whipped her. Since 1917 Russia has 
been “visited.” She has gained importance and power 
by leaps and bounds. What nation today does not fear 
the Russian might? Her people have been deprived of 
consumer goods for years so that a mighty army 
might be equipped with super cannon, super tanks, 
and super bombs. 

The pattern of Communist aggression in the past 
has been to advance where they could gain the most 
by expending the least. The industry of returned 
Israel is sure to produce wealth that will be coveted 
by Magog. God said she would say, “I will go to them 
that are at rest ... To take a spoil and to take a 
prey; to turn thine hand upon the desolate places 
that are now inhabited, and upon the people that 
are gathered out of the nations, which have gotten 
cattle and goods that dwell in the midst of the land 
(Ezekiel 38:11, 12). 

The Russian giant is poised to strike, and accord- 
ing to the immutable Word the supreme effort will 
not be in Europe or the Far East, or over the North 
Pole. The Russian might will be humbled and slain 
in Israel’s land, and will be buried in a valley in 
Israel. which from henceforth will be known as 
Hamon-gog. 


Great military minds may not agree to this. Many 
of us remember when Hitler marched against Russia 
in World War II how many experts predicted Russia 
would fall in a short time. One nationally known 
person said Russia would fall in three weeks. Yet, 
while Hitler’s panzer divisions were sweeping through 
Russia, students of prophecy who believe that the 
end of the age is near predicted that when the smoke 
of battle rolled away Russia would be the victor. They 
based their prediction on the Scripture that states 
that Magog will be a guard (commander) of the

COLUMBUS, Ohio—The Church 
of God on Frebis Avenue in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, rejoiced together on 
March 10, 1957, with the opening 
day service in their new church. 
The attendance in Sunday School 
was 284, breaking all previous rec- 
ords for the Church of God in the 
city of Columbus, Ohio. The state 
overseer, the Reverend D. C. Boat- 
wright, brought an inspirational 
message on “A Purified Church.” 


The church was organized in 
1951 with Brother W. C. Edgell and 
has, through this short span of 
years, continued to flourish and 
grow under the leadership of the 
Reverend Homer Boatman, the 
Reverend Thomas Griffith and 
the present pastor, the Reverend 
H. B. Ellis. They are now worship- 
ping in a brick structure with full 
daylight basement in an auditori- 
um with seating capacity of ap- 
proximately 350, including the bal- 
cony. There are facilities for 13 
classrooms, including a small au- 
ditorium with a nursery, church of- 
fice, Sunday School office and coat 
room. The entire plant is heated 
with Chrysler Airtemp gas furnace 
heat, equipped for air-conditioning 
installation. In a recent Y.P.E. 
drive, there was $1,674.40 raised to 
purchase a new Baldwin organ and 
Wurlitzer grand piano. The organ 
was purchased at cost and the pi- 
ano, completely reconditioned, was 
purchased at an extremely low cost. 

Since the opening service, the 
Sunday School set a new record at- 
tendance of 387 and the Y.P.E. a 
record of 338. God has greatly

blessed a handful of loyal Church 
of God persons willing to make sac- 
rifices and work for Him. They now 
owe only $15,000 on the entire 
church plant and just a little over 
$5,000 on a nice modern parsonage 
next to the church. The parsonage 
is a three-bedroom frame house, 
with full-sized basement, gas fur- 
nace, and fully-equipped L.W.W.B. 
kitchen in the basement; it was 
built under the leadership of 
Brother Thomas Griffith, who did 
a large par of the work himself. 
The entire property, situated on 
the corner of Frebis Avenue and 
17th Street and covering four lots, 
is in a residential area, three blocks 
from a commercial zone and one 
of the main city bus routes of the 
city, and is valued by a city ap- 
praiser at $70,000. The members are 
already saying that the building is 
too small; they want to start an- 
other expansion program. 

The children’s church has re- 
cently been organized with 51 in 
attendance the first Sunday and 64 
the second Sunday. This service is 
conducted in the small auditorium; 
this is not the Sunday School count. 
There are over 100 children as reg- 
ular attendants in Sunday School. 
The children’s church operates on 
the basis of regular church wor- 
= and they are using their tithes 
an oe for the purchasing 
of visual ai Sepenen: and other 
supplies for their church. They ex- 
pect to maintain over 100 in this 
department on Sunday morning. 
The entire Sunday School is de- 
partmentalized with a staff of 48 
workers; the Y.P.E. is setting up 
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its departmentalization plan now. 
The Lamplighters’ Clubs are active. 
The congregation is blessed with a 
12-piece band and a number of 
special singing groups. All in all we 
feel we can say, to find a model 
Church of God, come to the Frebis 
Avenue Church in Columbus, Ohio. 

Although this is still a new 
church, already two churches have 
been organized out of its congre- 
gation. They are now sponsoring 
another branch Sunday School in 
the northern section of Columbus 
with good possibilities of a new 
church being organized there. In 
the first part of 1957, this church 
was ranked third place in Y.PE., 
fourth place in L.W.W.B., eighth 
place in Sunday School, and eighth 
place in tithes in the State of Ohio; 
they have also broken records since 
going into their new church. Thank 
God for a church with a vision and 
a purpose. —Church reporter

I can tell you the time; I can 
take you to the place where the 
Lord heard me. 

Again I wish to thank the Church, 
my family, and friends for prayers 
and their kind and unforgettable 
remembrances during my severe 
affliction one year ago. 

Severe seems a mild term to ex- 
ress unutterable suffering when 
t seemed everything in the human 

body had collapsed. Fatigue— un- 
explainable for human mind to 
grasp. I do not question God. He 
doth all things well. I search my 
own heart. “. . . But thou brought- 
est us out into a wealthy place.” 
Shaken? The raging conflict 7 
ened the roots of faith in God, 
Son, the Holy Ghost, the Word, and 
all thus embodied. I have been en- 
abled to make decisions, resolute, 
in Christ, inthe name of Jesus, 
that I grappled with all my Chris- 
tian life. The Lord has become all 
in all to me as never before. I am 
unafraid to trust Him. 

I cannot explain the why of all 
that was associated with t trial 
of affliction, but this I can say— 
this experience has brought to 
light for me some things I feel 
definitely must be brought to our 
attention. At the proper time I will 
have more to say concerning the 
matter as the Lord leads. 

To me there is not one thing 
about the experiences of this hour 
of affliction to be set aside into 
forgotten past. This was a never- 
to-be-forgotten pilgrim testimonial 
of the power of God’s mighty de- 
liverance from fiery trials of sa- 
tanic power. Yes, his power is very 
real to afflict the human body. 
However, Satan has a master—the 
Lord of glory who holds “the keys 
of hell and of death.” 

I will most gladly, freely, speak 
—but only in sacredness and not 
as idle talk or careless chatter—of 
this experience with those who 
want to listen, so that I, a twen- 
tieth-century follower of Christ, 


may add my testimony to the list 
of thousands to the praise of His 
glory. I do this so that, perhaps, 
it might add virtue to the faith of 
those who perchance may be so 
tried. 

The suffering and trial, disclosed 
to me beforehand by the Lord, yet 
not detailed, was so great that as 
our Lord Himself prayed, “Father, 
if it be thy will” may I never pass 
that way again.

This was a terrible bout with 
Satan—you’ll have them and they 
are real—but it. was the richest 
a that ever happened to me 
besides the experiences of salvation 
through grace. I did not choose it, 
but it came. Why? I do not know. 
But I trust my heavenly Father. 
He loved me so much “that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
The exercise has yielded peaceable 
fruits of righteousness. 


“Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us.

pret my being alive today, one 
year hence, as a miracle of God in 
love and mercy. He said,“All three 
of us (referring to himself, my 
husband, and me), can pat our- 
selves on the back that she even 
recovered.” I did not, I do not 
pat myself on the back but speak 
this testimony to the eternal praise 
and glory of God, our heavenly 
Father, and all He has given and 
provided for us, His creation, 
through His only begotten Son— 
Jesus. Ah, wonderful, too wonderful 
for human tongue to express! 
From the crest of the hill I can 
see the hand of the Lord prepared 
me for the test. There were calls 
to prayer and fasting while others 
seemed more carefree.

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Harvard President Says 
Educated Person Cannot 
Ignore Religion 


Dr. Nathan M. Pusey, president of 
Harvard University, told graduates 
in his baccalaureate address at 
Cambridge that no one who ignores 


religion and the possibility of com- - 


ing under its “life-giving influence” 
can claim to be educated. “The 
fruits of intellect unsupported by 
faith are not necessarily richer life 
but more often superciliousness, 
fastidiousness, or even lacklustre 
and despair,” Dr. Pusey said. He 
stressed that somehow the full ex- 
perience of liberal learning should 
miss these “pitfalls.” 

The noted educator said that the 
climate within universities is more 
favorable toward religion than it 
has been for some time. He ob- 
served that there is more in- 
terest in religion on college cam- 
puses, and less hostility toward it. 
“If not all people view the change 
with favor,” he said, “at least it 
is now widely recognized that re- 
ligion is an acceptable subject of 
intellectual interest, and one won- 
ders how it could ever have been 
held that it was not.” —

We do not mean that 
this is true of all evangelicals, but 
we do rejoice that ... there has 
been a phenomenal growth in alert- 
ness and a will to act.” 





Disputed School in Jerusalem 
Now Under Construction 


Without public announcement, 
construction on the controversial 
Jerusalem school of the Hebrew 
Union College in Jerusalem has be- 


gun. 

The school, an institute for spe. 
cial graduate studies in Biblical 
archaeology, is sponsored by the 
Hebrew Union College of Cin ti 
and will be paid for with funds 
raised in the United States. Dr. 
Nelson Glueck, president of the 
omg institute, is directing the pro- 
ect. 

Last summer, when Dr. Glueck 
sought a building permit from the 
city of Jerusalem, a bitter fight 
started. The crux of the contro- 
versy was the plan to include a 
prncen | chapel in the school’s main 
building. 

Hebrew Union College is the 


principal theological seminary for 
reform rabbis.in the United States. 
Orthodox Jewish leaders in Jeru- 
salem sought to block the project 
as long as a chapel was to be in- 
cluded. They objected to the intro- 
duction of reform Judaism in any 
form in Israel. 

Dr. Glueck refused to exclude the 
chapel, which he contended was 
a symbol of religious freedom. A 
ary was granted last August to 

uild the school with a chapel. 





NEW YORK — Proper observance 
of Sunday is fast becoming “one 
of our nation’s top issues,” accord- 
ing to the general secretary of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance of the U.S. Mel- 
vin M. Forney says that “many 
lawmaking bodies are encouraging 
the adoption of, or adopting, Sun- 
day closing laws.” He adds that “if 
the ed pe trend continues it will 
not be long before every state will 
have a Sunday closing law.” 





WINSTON-SALEM, NORTH CARO- 
LINA — Dr. Dale Gramley, presi- 
dent of Salem College, told a 
gathering of laymen that Mora- 
vians are “too conservative, too 
timid, too complacent and too 
afraid to move ahead.” He said 
it’s time for them to “start com- 
peting” with other Protestant de- 
nominations and to overcome a 
shortage of ministers. The Moravian 
Church is celebrating its 500th an- 
niversary this year. 





Gideons Announce New 
Bible-Placing Campaign 


At its annual convention in 
Minneapolis, The Gideons Inter- 
national announced the goal of 
placing a Bible in every hotel and 
motel guest room in the United 
States and Canada that does not 
already have one. A Gideon sur- 
vey showed it would take 720,200 
Bibles, but the Gideons hope to 
accomplish it within a year. Next 
year will be the 50th year the Gid- 
eon organization has placed Bibles 
in guest rooms. 

There are only 21,087 Gideons in 
the world, and yet these Christian 
businessmen raised more than a 
million dollars for Scripture 
distribution last year. About 
three-fourths of this amount was 
received from church offerings; 
the balance came out of the Gid- 
eons’ own pockets. 

During the year they placed 
2,364,192 copies of the New Testa- 
ment or the complete Bible — 
which was an increase of more 
than 550,000 over the previous year. 
This total includes 1,099,051 Testa- 
ments given to children in public 
schools and 277,349 Bibles placed in 
hotels and motels. 
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Is there any record that proves Christ’s birthday 
is really December 25? —Mrs. B. K.

NO. DECEMBER 25 was chosen in Rome 
about 336 A. D. as a day for observing the mass of 
His birth, not because it was believed to be the 
actual date, but mainly because the pagan religions 
observed festivities at that season. By having a 
Christian festival as a counterpart to the pagan 
observances of the winter solstice the Christians would 
be less tempted to return to their former riotous 
observances, especially those of Mithraism. Other dates 
have been observed and stili are in some parts of the 
world, particularly December 6, January 6 and 
January 25. 

Gradually the Christmas festival which should have 
counteracted the pagan rites began to absorb elements 
of those rites. It became so conglomerated with 
Christianity and paganism that the Pilgrims in early 
America rejected the observance and substituted 
Thanksgiving for it. Many of the Christmas traditions 
of today are modern forms of heathen rites with 
Christian applications.

When Jesus turned the water into wine at the mar- 
riage, was it intoxicating wine? —Mrs. Helen Palmer 
Albany, Oregon 


PRESUMABLY NOT. THE NECTAR of the 
grape was called wine from the time it was pressed 
from the fruit—thus we have the many references 
to “winepress’— until the time it was ferment- 
ed. The wine drunk by Christ at the last is re- 
ferred to as “fruit of the vine,” which certainly 
seems to disallow any intoxicating qualities. It 
is inconceivable that the refreshment Christ pro- 
vided in Cana would have been a destroyer 
instead of a food. A number of Hebrew and Greek 
words are translated “wine” in our English Bibles, yet 
these terms in the original languages referred to var- 
ious stages of the process, ranging from the sweet 
fresh nectar to the strongest liquor. Song of Solomon 
8:2 obviously refers to sweet new wine, and the word 
wine in Joel 1:5 and 3:18 come from the same Hebrew 
word asis. The Hebrew chemer in Deuteronomy 32:14 
clearly indicates unfermented wine; yet in Ezra 6:9, 
where the original is the same, the meaning is less 
clear in our English translation. We must realize that 
the degrees of fermentation or unfermentation are 
rarely indicated when the nectar of the grape is men- 


tioned; it is simply called “wine.” Strangely, however, 
at no time is the possibility of some fermentation ab- 
solutely ruled out.

Since Eve was the mother 
of all living (Genesis 3:20), Cain’s wife had to be his 
sister or other near relative. Adam and Eve had sons 
and daughters whose names are never mentioned in 
the Scriptures (Genesis 5:4).
